‘‘Hard-Boiled”’ Butler 


(The General Busts Up a Diplomatic Parley) 


This is the seventh of eight

Meantime our relations with the |

After Rear Admiral Williams went 
back home we had another great com- 
mander, Admiral Mark Bristol, and 
the same policy of consideration for 
the Chinese was continued. Admiral 
Bristol had been high commissioner to 
Turkey and he had a good many ideas 
of his own. He, too, was very friendly 
with the Chinese. In our minister, 
Mr. MacMurray, we had one of the 
highest grade public officials’ I have 
ever met. I had never known anyone 
who took his job more seriously and 
who, *worked harder to bring about 
g relations. 


The Helpful Interpreter. 


Though we thought of many unh- 
usual things to do to bring about this 
friendly feéling, much was done by 
the interpreters. If I said something 
to the Chinese that wasn’t quite right 
the interpreter would say something 
Whatever he said always was 
proper. If they said something he 
thought we wouldn’t like, the intet 
preter, in translating, would turn it 
into a joke. 

When the winter of 1927 ap 
proached we began to look around for 
permanent quarters, and selected the 
old barracks in the abandoned Ger- 
man concession as the ideal place. 
Since the Germans gave. up their con- 
cession the land has been controlled 
by the Chinese. 

We called on the minister of for- 


porary charge of our legation, accom- 


panied me, as did my interpreter. The 
minister and Mayer conferred for some

They wrote long-winded 
letters, They also objected, at first, 
to our airplanes, although we had a 
treaty right to fly along the line of 
the railroad from Tientsin to Pe- 


ing. 
The Chinese officer who brought 
about these protests was a nice little 
chap and wore a most gorgeous hat, 
probably designed by a French millin- 
er. Whenever he came we had the 
band play the Chinese national air, 
and our offilcial photographers would 
take several snaps of him. Then _we 


would tell him how friendly we were | 


with his government, and add: 

“Look here, these southern fellows 
are coming up looking for you north- 
ernérs, and what are you going to do? 
They are going to cut off your heads. 
Our presence may save you.” 

And always he would reply: 

“You just tear 
Never mind even reading it. It doesn't 
mean anything. We are only doing 
this to save our faces with our own 
people and to tell the southerners, 
when they come, that we tried to 
get you out.”

A conferencgg on plans for testing 
Georgia poultry for heriditary chicken 
diseases, in an effort to breed baby 


chicks absolutely free from these com- 


plaints, Was held Friday between J. 
M. Sutton, state veterinarian and pro- 
fessor of poultry husbandry at the 


| State College of Agriculture. 


Stamping out disease is important 
from an economic standpoint, as enor- 
mous losses are caused in poultry 
raising, Dr. Sutton said. Tests of 
poultry will be conducted through the 
veterinarian’s office, in order that 
poultry breeders may cull affected 
chickens out of their flocks and raise 
chicks from the eggs of. non-affected 
birds. 

“The poultry industry of Georgia is 
a $40,000,000 proposition, and it is 
important that any chicken diseases 
be wiped out,” Professor Wood said. 
Breeders who desire their flocks test- 
ed are invited to write Dr. Sutton. A 
total of 25,000 birds were tested last 
year,

ALLEGED CONFESSION 


OF STRIKERS ADMITTED 


Charlotte, N. C., September 6.—(/) 
Over the protest of defense attorneys, 
Judge M. V. Barnhill this afternoon 
admitted into the testimony alleged 
confessions of two of the defendants 
in the trial of the 16 strikers and 
strike leaders charged with murder of 
Police Chief O. F. Aderholt, of Gas- 
tonia. 

Today's testimony ineluded the 
stories of two more of the officers 
who accompanied Police Chief Ader- 
holt to the strike headquarters on 
the night of June 7, when he was 
shot. 

It also included statements of two 
women, who though not eye-witnesses 
to the shooting, were able to tell of 
incidents that occurred near the time 
of the shooting: and it brought out 
the story of the Cleveland county 
sheriff regarding the confessions. 

It also ineluded unofficial testi- 
mony of three of the defendants. 
Vera Buch and Sophie Melvin, both 
of New York, and Louis MeLaughlin, 
of Gastonia. 

Sheriff Allen testified that Me- 
Laughlin and George Carter had been 
brought to the Shelby jail some hours 
after the shooting “for safe-keeping” 
and that they had made voluntary 
statements to him. 

He quoted McLaughlin as saying 
he fired the second shot and then 
ran away. Carter was quoted as 
saying he had received orders to shoot 
anyone who entered the union grounds. 

Mrs. Connie Neal, who lived near 
the strikers’ colony, told a story that 
implicated K. Y. Hendricks, another 
of the strikers. According to her tes- 
timony. Hendricks had run into her 
home immediately after the round of 
gunfire. 

The daughter screamed, whereupon 
Hendricks ran out the front door and 
reappeared a moment later at the 
back. He asked for a hiding place, 
saying “weve killed Chief Aderholt 
and Tom Gilbert.”

Geneva. September 6.—(#)—A mo- 
tion to amend the 10-year-old covenant 
of the League of Nations on the 
ground that it is already outdated by 
the progress of the world toward 
peace was made in the assembly of 
the league today in behalf of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, Chile and Denmark. 

Foreign Secretary Arthur Hender- 
son, of Great Britain, whe offered the 
resolution emphasized that the cove- 
nant was drawn up soon after con- 
clusion of the World War and that 
its authors had been bound by the 


i will of the governments of that day. 


Now the multi-lateral Kellogg anti- 
war pact had changed everything. 

The resolution said that the tenth 
assembly of the league notes with 
satisfaction the general adherence of 
states which are members of the 
league to the Paris pact devised by 
former Secretary of State Kellogg and 
Premier Briand. It considers that 
the assembly should take account of 
the progress thus made and examine 
the covenant to determine whether 
modifications are necessary and de- 
sirable. 

Mr. Henderson had said that gaps 
existed in the covenant which make 
possible recourse to war when there 
is no unanimity among the members 
of the council as to which of the dis- 
puting nations is the aggressor and 
when the nations themselves retose to 
abide by the decision of the council. 

“Therefore under the covenant, the 
right to conduct private war remains 
legitimate although under the Kellogg 
pact this has been abolished... The 
pact has gone beyond the covenant 
and it is our duty to render the 
covenant as strong as the pact.”

— Fundamentalists 
have less brain power than ~ modern- 
ists, school children who know their 
Bible behave no better than brats 
reared with a minimum of Biblical in- 
struction and Henven exists in imagi- 
nation as a “wish fulfillment,” scien- 
tists at the ninth International Psy- 
chology Congress were told today. 

While a good many of the fondest 
religious suppositions suffered some- 
what a symposium on religious psy- 
chology, it was perhaps the extreme 
orthodox group that came in for the 
heaviest lambasting, 

Fundamentalists Inadequate, 

Professor Thomas H, Howell, of the 


‘University of Colorado, reported on 


the fundamentalist-modernist investi- 
gation. His effort was to discover 
scientifically the make-up of the indi- 
viduals of each group. Of 600 college 
students, after submitting them to a 
long series of tests, he' selected 50 ex- 
treme conservatives in religion and. 50 
extreme radicals, 
“Statistically significant 
was obtained,” he reported, “whi¢h in- 
dicated that the members of the ortho- 
dox group were: 
"(1) Less capable 


in solving’ dif- 


| ferent sorts of intellectual problems. 


“(2) More suggestible in five dif- 
ferent situations, 

“(3) Less willing to endure dis- 
tress in a competitive situation. 

(4) Less able to co-ordinate mus- 
cular activity in a competitive sit- 
uation.” 

Bible Study No Honesty Aid. 

Professor Howell's fifth and last 
finding was the only one in which his 
fundamentalist group excelled. After 
finding them lacking in both mental 
attainments and the willingness to 
suffer that ennobles martyrs, he found 
that they bested the radical religious 
group in being “more able to increase 
efficiency in order to defend self in a 
dangerous situation.’’

ter building. It does indicate, how 
ever, very definitely that mere know! 
edge of itself is not sufficient to in- 
sure proper character attitudes.’ 

Less mundane was the paper ou 
the “psychology of post-mortem ex- 
istence” by Professor Haridas Bhat- 
tacharyya, M. A. B. L.. (P. RR. S.). 
head of the department of philosophy 
and reader in charge of the psycho- 
logical laboratory, Dacca university, 
India. 

Professor Bhattacharyya figurative- 
ly took his fellow savants: by the hand 
and led them through all the different 
kinds of heavens and hells imagined 
or divinely revealed tou mankind sinee 
the beginning. He described heaven 
as imagined by the ancients, heaven 
as‘a modern “wish-fulfillment” hypo- 
thesis and heaven as conceived from 
the odd experiences of cataleptics and 
mystics. 

“But.” concluded the East Indian 
scientist, “the objectivity of post-mor- 
tem existence is established by none of 
these fagtors.”

THE LEUKONYCHIA EPIDEMIC. 

For séveral it has been evi- 
dent to one Ww 
know that there are a good many 
sporadic cases of leukonychia scat- 
tered throughout the United States 
and Canada. The newspapers do not 
print reports of these cases. But you 
can’t refuse to believe anything you 
don’t ead in the papers. How often 
do you find Headlines about leprosy 
in the papers? Yet the health author- 
ities know of lepers‘in every state in 
the union and probably every province 
in the dominion, and it is entirely 
probable that for every known leper 
in the community there are several 
at large whose cases have not been 
diagnosed. This is nothing at all to 
worry about. I should as lief have a 
leper as a neighbor as any other in- 
valid.. Leprosy is even less likely to 
be spread than tuberculosis. is, and 
intelligent people everywhere now 
know that @ tuberculous individual 
who is intelligently cared for, is not 
a menance to anybody's health.

Not, I repeat, 
that leukonychia “is at all communi- 
cable. I am quite certain it is not 
even slightly contagious. But I am 
disturbed about the apparently in- 
creasing prevalence of the malady. 
Correspondence seem to share no such 
anxiety... They take the affliction 
more or less philosophically, usually 
less, and desire to be informed merely 
about the etiology, prognosis and 
therapy of leukonchia striata. 

No, you're right. They don’t ordi- 
narily employ such resounding terms, 
I interpolate the highfalutin words 
just to air my erudition. Plain folks 
call leukonychia stiata white spots or 


streaks in the nails. Instead of ask-. 


ing what is the etiology of this pa- 
thological entity they ask what causes 
the spots; instead of inquiring about 
the prognosis they want to know if 
there is any cure for ’em; and no 
honest layman ever uses the word 
therapy except humorously; he sim- 
ply adds to the preceding query, if so 
what ‘s it? 

For nearly as many years as it takes 
to collect a doctor bill from a de 
ceased Scotchman I have been telling 
in this column what causes these spots 
or streaks in the nails and what may 
be done for ’em. I doubt I divined 
that knowledge from my own inner 
consciousness. Probably I picked it 
up from some real doctor’s writings. 
But, as I have remarked before, does 
anybody ever hatch the idea from his 
own inner consciousness? Isn’t every 
valuable thought or idea or discovery 
that emanates from the human mind 
merely the growth of seed planted 
there, by intention ot chance, by some 


of reasoning back to its beginning you 
come upon an old story which starts 
off just like that: “In the beginning 
ee 

Now comes a skin specialist mak- 
ing a noise like a clinic and publishes 
in a medical journal that plays the 
editor’s favorites, his discovery that 
paronychia striata’ are caused by in- 
jury of the matrix of the nail by too 
strenuous manicuring, as by the use 
of the orangewood stick to push back 
the skin fold beyond the halfmoon. 
Lay off the manicuring and in three 
months the white marks grow out. 

Of course such injury is not the sole 
cause of white streaks or spots in the 
nails, but it is the common cause.

TODAY’S MATCH A TOSS-UP. 

The battle on Saturday between 
Jimmy Johnston and Doc Willing 
should be a toss-up. Johnston is one 
of the best amateurs’in the game. He 
led the open parade at Oakmont: two 
or three years ago. He has been west- 
ern champion and trans-Mississippi 
champion, and he was state champion 
cf Minnesota for six years. He is a 
long hitter, a good iron player aud 
a first-class putter. Johnston is 34 
years old, and he has played enough 
fine golf to deserve a place at the 
top. He aiso happens to be one of 
the finest characters in the game. 

Willing has been the most consistent 
golfer on the west coast, He has 
won both open and amateur champion- 
ships in this section through a num- 
ber of vears. He is a hard fighting 
match player, nothing brilliant to look 
at, but he is rarely off line and there 
are few better putters. Heis’a slow, 
deliberate player who takes his time 
and who makes ng careless moves. 

YOUTH AT EAST BEATEN, 

The feature of this championship is 
that for the first time in the history 
of American golf two men above 30 
have reached the final rounds. Golf 
for years was supposed to be an old 
man’s game. Then youth took tu over 
and such young stars as Bobby Jones, 
Jess Sweetser and others riuied the 
field. Any number of eimnent golf 
authorities have stated that ne man 
over 30 or 35 could ever win this’ 
championship again, yet here are two 
men of 34 and 39 listed as the only 
survivors. 

Year after year for 20 years there 
has been one young survivor or two 
left in the final round. Suppose. we 
start back at 1919, 10 years ago. Jones 
was then 17 and Dave Herron was 
21. In 1920 Evans-and Ouimet were 
around 27. In 1921 Gardner and Guil- 
ford were both under 30. In 1922 at 
Brookline Evans was over 30 and 
Sweetser was only 20. In 1925 at 
Floosmoor Sweetser was 21 and Mar- 
ston’ was under 32. In 1924 Jones 
and Von Elm were both well under 
°7. It has been that way ever since. 
Championships have been won by those 
in their 20s and those over 30 onve 
been crowded out. Now we huve two 
veterans who average 37 years of 
age fighting for the big, prize. 


WEST’S SECOND PRIZE. 


It is also interesting to aote that 
the west comes back into golf for 
the first time in many years. Back 
in 1916 at Merion Chick Evans and 
Bob Gardner reached the final rounds, 
each from Chicago. In 1920 Evans 
won for the middle west at the En- 
gineers. The east and the south have 
ruled ever since with one exception. 
Jones, Sweetser and Marston carried 
the day until Von Elm won in 1926, 
the first victory of the far west. 

Now the far west has its chance 
again in a grim, hard-fighting golfer 
along the border line of 40 yeurs.

Wheat prices closed strong at net 
advances of 1 1-4 to 1 5-8 cents, while 
corn was nearly parallel at ains of 
5-S to 1 7-8 cents. Oats moved up 
1-2 to 5-8 to 7-8 cent and provisions 
were easy at pricoa unchanged to 32 
cents under yesterday's last. 

Signs of life in the export trade 
were another bullish factor, seaboard 
reports indicating a good business in 
American. hard winters and some in 
Manitobas. ‘The basis at the Gulf was 
quoted as firmer with prices relatively 
1 1-2 cent better than Saturday. 

A bearish item in the day’s news 
was the official Italian estimate of a 
258,000,000-bushel wheat crop com-

Rains over most of the corn belt 
woftened the market early but the trend 
was reversed upon a forecast of frees- 
uf temperatures for the Dakotas and

Bullish Canadian reports and scant 
offerings helped oats to firmer ground. 
Provisions were lower with hogs. bel- 
lies at the lowest decline.

Stock prices rebounded in spectacular 
fashion teday, regaining the ground 
lost in the panicky retreat late yes- 
terday, and rushing -forward to new 
high ground. Trading was in large 
volume, the day’s transactions again 
surmounting the 5,000,000-share mark. 

The rebound was sharper by far 
than that of about a month ago, which 
followed the collapse of prices caused 
by the increase in the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve bank's rediscount rate. 
Today’s upturn had the advantage of 
the accelerating influence of ‘an abun- 
dant supply of call money, which car- 
ried the rate from 9 per cent to 6 
for the first time in a fortnight. 

The Standard Statisties Company- 
Associated Press price index of 50 
leading industrials rose 6.9 points, 
more than cancelling yesterday’s drop 
of 6.8, and by a slim margin recording 
a new record high level. The index of 
20 utilitiés, which dropped 7.3 points 
yesterday, soared 9 points, 

Bankers attributed the large influx 
of call money to the liquidation of 
weak holdings in yesterday’s shake- 
out, and to the return to this center 
of funds paid out over the month-end. 
Call money was offered in the “out- 
side market” as low as 5 1-2 per cent 
late in the day. Time money, how- 
ever, held at 8 3-4 to 9 per cent and 
there appeared no prospect of sus- 
tained easy money. 

The day’s upturn was undoubtedly 
hastened by short covering, but the 
trading was of a character to indicate 
that powerful operators had welcomed 
the shake-out as improving the mar- 
ket’s position and offering opportuni- 
ties for renewed forward operations. 
Several commission houses took a con- 
servative stand, however, doubting that 
the reaction had been severe enough 
materially to improve conditions, and 
warning their customers to keep ac 
counts liquid in preparation for fur- 
ther corrective liquidation. 

There was little in the day’s news 
to influence the market. The increase 
of $137.000,000 in federal reserve 
brokers’ loans’ was in a measure coun- 
terbalanced as a market influence by 
fhe September treasury financing cou- 
pon rate of 4 7-8 per cent, 1-4 of 
1 per cent lower than the last issue,

It was pointed out, however. that 
the treasury had deemed it wise to 
make the new certificates tax exempt 
in order to attract investors to the re 
duced coupon rate. 

The weekly business reviews point- 
ed to some slackening of activity, 
largely attributable to shutdowns over 
the Labor Day holiday, but indicated 
that preparations are being made for 
active fall trade. Iron and Steel In- 
stitute reported that steel ingot pro- 
duction in August was at 93.03 per 
cent of July. Several chain stores re- 

rted heavy August sales. General 
Sieectric. directors. declared only the 
regular dividends, although there had 
been persistent rumors of a splitup of 
an extra stock dividend. 

Utilities led the upturn with the 
widest gains, Standard Gas jumping 
17 points to a new peak, and Ameri- 
ean & Foreign Power, American Pow- 
er & Light and American Water 
Works sold up 14 points to record 
levels, Consolidated Gas, Stone & Web- 
ster and Public Service of New Jer- 
sey surged up 6 or 7 points. 

Radio and General Motors, however, 
were the pool favorites, each surging 
forward with a turnover of more than 
400,000 shares. Trading in these two 
issues accounted for about 18 per cent 
of the day's business. Radio sold up 
11 points to 118 3-4, which is 1-4 
of 1 point from the record level for 
the present stock. General Motors 
rose 5 points to 78. It was rumored 
that an arrangement had been com- 
pleted for the retailing of Radio's 
products through General Motors sales 
organization. Such shares as United 
States Steel, American Can, Ameri- 
can Telephone and International Tele- 
phone mounted about 4 or 5 points. 
Some of the chemicals were buoyant, 
United States Industrial Alcohol 
jumping about 12 points. Several spe- 
cialties such as Worthington Pump, 
Anchor Cap,,American Bosch and 
Simmons reached record levels with 
wide gains. 

Loose-Wiles. Biscuit was a feature, 
jumping 13 points to a new peak. 
Otis Elevator’sold up nearly 13 points 
to a new top, but lost much of its 
gain. Coppers were uniformly strong. 
The rails generally made good head- 
way. 

Commodities were steady to firm. 
Wheat mounted a cent and more a 
bushel on better export demand and 
corn moved up similarly on reports of 
frost in the northwest. The cotton 
market was quieter and closing prices 
were 15 to 60 cents a’ bale higher on 
the sustaining influences of low private 
crop and condition reports. 

Foreign exchanges were inclined to 
sag, the Canadian dollar reaching’ a 
discount of about 2-3 of 1 cent. Ster- 
ling cables, however, held at $4.84 3-4.
